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Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report  for  1908. 


Ryton-on-Tyne,

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ryton  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1908. 

Population. — According  to  the  Surveyor’s  estimate,  founded 
on  the  number  of  inhabited  houses,  the  population  of  the  District 
on  June  30th  amounted  to  11,450,  and  on  Sept.  30th,  11,620. 

I  have  adopted  the  former  number,  11,450,  as  the  estimate  on 
which  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  have  been  based.  The 
increased  population  over  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year, 
10,800,  a  difference  of  650,  is  chiefly  due  to  the  extension  of 
Greenside,  which  has  rapidly  grown  into  a  large  and  populous 
village. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
412,  consisting  of  222  males  and  190  females,  an  increase  of  61 
over  the  previous  year.  The  annual  birth  rate  is  therefore  35.98, 
or  practically  36  per  1,000,  the  highest  birth  rate  since  1902,  when 
it  reached  nearly  38  per  1,000.  It  is  lower,  however,  than  the 
birth  rate  for  the  County,  which  for  the  year  was  37  ;  considerably 
higher  than  the  County  rate  for  1907  at  34.8,  and  than  the  mean 
rate  for  ten  years  at  35.3.  The  birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  26.5,  so  that  our  own  County,  as  well  as  our  own 
District,  has  not  during  the  past  year  participated  in  the  decline 
of  the  birth  rate  which  has  been  going  on  in  the  country  almost 
uninterruptedly  since  the  year  1876,  when  it  equalled  36.3, 
reaching  its  lowest  in  1907,  at  26.3.  The  average  birth  rate  in 
our  District  for  the  ten  years  1898  to  1907  is  34.2.  So  that  for 
the  year  1908  we  are  above  our  own  average — a  very  satisfactory 
state  of  things.  As  during  the  previous  year,  10  of  the  births, 
consisting  of  4  males  and  6  females,  were  illegitimate. 
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Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  142,  consisting 
of  65  males  and  77  females,  and  representing  an  annual  death 
rate  of  12.40  per  1,000.  This  is  the  lowest  death  rate  of  which 
I  have  a  record,  that  for  the  previous  year,  1907,  being  12.50,  for 
1906,  12.42,  while  the  average  rate  for  10  years  1898  to  1907  wras 
14.71.  The  death  rate  for  the  last  three  years  has  therefore  been 
fairly  steady,  the  average  being  12.44.  When  we  compare  it  with 
the  County  death  rate  for  1908  at  17.5,  for  1907  at  17,  and  with 
the  mean  rate  for  the  10  years  1898  to  1907  at  18,  and  again  with 
the  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  at  14.7,  we  have 
reason  to  congratulate  ourselves.  In  addition,  however,  to  the 
142  deaths  registered  in  the  District,  there  have  to  be  added  5 
deaths  of  residents  which  took  place  in  institutions  outside  the 
District,  bringing  the  total  deaths  to  147,  and  the  death  rate  to 
12.83. 

The  ages  at  which  death  occurred,  including  those  outside  the 


District,  were  : —

Approximately,  therefore,  one-third  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  occurred  under  1  year,  and  half  of  the  total  number  under 
5  years,  while  about  onefifth  were  over  70  years. 

Infantile  Mortality. — As  the  number  of  children  who  died 
under  1  year  was  47,  and  the  total  number  of  births  was  412,  the 
number  of  deaths  of  children  in  1,000  births,  constituting  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  114.  This  is  very  favourable  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  125.35,  with  1906  at  132.5,  and  with  the 
single  exception  of  1902  at  99.09,  the  lowest  on  record,  while  it 
shows  a  very  marked  improvement  on  the  10  years’  average  from 
1898  to  1907,  which  is  143.8.  This  improvement  in  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  coincides  with  a  general  improvement  throughout 


the  County,  which  for  the  10  years’  average  1898  to  1907  was 
102,  while  for  1907  it  was  130,  and  for  1908,  131  ;  and  also 
throughout  the  country,  which  for  the  10  years  preceding  1907 
was  145  per  1,000  ;  for  1907,  1 18,  which  is  the  lowest  on  record  ; 
and  for  1908,  121.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  our  District 
compares  in  infant  mortality  so  favourably  with  the  County 
and  with  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  Causes  of  Infantile  Death  will  be  found  enumerated  in 
Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  Report,  but  for  convenience  may  be 
summarised  as  follows  : —

From  the  above  Table  it  is  seen  that  12  of  the  47  deaths  of 
infants,  practically  one-fourth,  are  due  to  prematurity  of  birth 
and  to  congenital  defects,  while  nutritional  diseases  such  as 
Diarrhoea,  Marasmus  Atrophy,  and  general  debility,  as  in  former 
years,  are  the  chief  causes  of  infantile  deaths,  and  account  for  19. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  many  of  these  should  not  be  classed  under 
the  head  of  Congenital  Defects.  Several  of  the  cases  of  Marasmus 
Atrophy  and  Debility  at  birth  are  undoubtedly  the  result  of 
hereditary  influences  due  to  too  early  marriages  of  the  parents, 
immorality,  and  generally  unfavourable  environment. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  that  during  the  last  few  years  there  has 
been  an  increasing  appreciation  of  the  value  of  infant  life,  and  a 
growing  desire  on  the  part  of  mothers  to  bring  up  their  children 
on  the  breast,  instead  of  too  readily  resorting  to  the  feeding- 
bottle,  largely  due  to  the  assistance  and  advice  of  the  District 
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Nurses  and  Medical  attendants,  given  to  young  mothers  as  to  the 
care  and  bringing-up  of  children. 

Zymotic  Diseases  were  responsible  for  26  deaths,  as  follows  :  —

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  therefore  2.7,  which  compares  un¬ 
favourably  with  last  year,  when  the  number  of  fatalities  was  21, 
and  the  Zymotic  rate  1.94.  It  is  exactly  the  same  as  the  Zymotic 
death  rate  for  the  County,  which  is  greater  for  the  year  1908  than 
1907  at  1.98,  and  than  the  mean  of  the  10  years  1898  to  1907  at 
2.23.  Dealing  with  the  individual  Zymotic  diseases,  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  there  was  no  death  from  Measles.  This  is  in 
marked  contrast  with  the  year  1907,  when  Measles  caused  7 
deaths,  and  was  widely  epidemic  throughout  the  whole  District, 
the  whole  County,  and  even  throughout  England  and  Wales,  and 
caused  a  mortality  much  exceeding  the  average.  The  County 
Measles  mortality  rate  for  the  year  is  0.27,  and  the  mean  for  10 
years,  0.41. 

Scarlet  Fever  caused  2  deaths,  which  gives  a  Scarlet  Fever 
mortality  rate  of  0.17.  The  number  of  deaths  in  1907  was  1,  and 
the  rate  0.09.  The  County  rate  is  0.07,  and  the  mean  rate  for 
10  years,  0.16.  The  Scarlet  Fever  death  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  in  1907  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

Diphtheria  caused  4  deaths,  the  same  as  last  year,  giving  a 
Diphtheria  mortality  rate  of  0.34,  higher  than  the  County  rate 
of  0.18,  and  than  the  10  years  mean  of  0.19. 

Whooping  Cough  was,  with  the  exception  of  Diarrhoea,  the 
chief  cause  of  the  increased  Zymotic  mortality  for  the  year.  The 
disease  was  widely  prevalent  throughout  the  whole  District  for 
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the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  caused  9  deaths,  the  immediate 
cause  of  death  in  every  case  being  Broncho-Pneumonia,  which  so 
frequently  occurs  as  a  complication.  The  chief  cause  of  the  great 
mortality  from  Whooping  Cough  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  want  of 
appreciation  of  the  seriousness  of  the  disease  on  the  part  of  the 
mothers,  and  the  resulting  carelessness  in  the  exposure  of  children 
to  infection,  and  the  want  of  careful  treatment  from  the  idea  of 
its  non-necessity.  Not  only  is  it  immediately  dangerous  from  its 
complications — Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Convulsions,  but  it 
frequently  leads  to  Tubercular  disease  of  the  lungs  later  on  in  life. 

The  Whooping  Cough  mortality  rate  is  0.78,  that  for  the  previous 
year  0.18,  while  the  County  rate  is  0.53  for  the  year  1908,  con¬ 
siderably  greater  than  for  1907  at  0.32,  and  for  the  mean  of  10 
years,  0.34. 

Enteric  Fever  caused  no  fatality.  In  each  of  the  previous 
years  it  caused  1  death.  The  Enteric  mortality  rate  for  the 
County  is  0.18. 

Diarrhoea  was  the  chief  cause  of  the  Zymotic  mortalitj^.  It 
caused  11  deaths  and  a  mortality  rate  of  0.86,  as  compared  with 
6  deaths  and  a  mortality  rate  of  0.54  for  1907.  The  County 
Diarrhoea  mortality  rate  for  the  year  is  1.44,  so  that  our  District 
compares  very  favourably  with  it.  Diarrhoea  was  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  whole  country  during  the  summer  months,  due  to 
long-continued  hot  and  dry  weather,  and  to  the  prevalence  of 
swarms  of  household  flies,  which  have  been  proved  to  be  a  common 
cause  of  Diarrhoea  and  Enteric  Fever,  in  conjunction  with  un¬ 
healthy  surroundings  and  generally  insanitary  conditions. 

Apart  from  the  Infectious  Diseases,  the  most  important  causes 
•of  death  are  the  following  : —

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The  number  of  deaths  from  Acute  Respiratory  Diseases,  namely 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  13,  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  1.13,  as 
against  17  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.57  for  1907,  and  a  County  rate 
of  2.81,  which  is  again  less  than  the  County  rate  for  1907  of  3.09, 
and  the  10  years  mean  of  3.06. 

Phthisis  caused  5  deaths,  the  same  as  the  preceding  year, 
whereas  it  caused  9  deaths  in  1906  and  8  in  1905.  The  Phthisis 
mortality  rate  for  the  year  is  therefore  .43,  less  than  half  that  for 
the  County  at  .96,  and  the  mean  for  10  years  of  1.11.  It  appears, 
therefore,  that  our  District  as  well  as  the  County  is  participating 
in  the  general  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  and  of  fatalities 
from  Phthisis,  due  no  doubt  to  our  improved  knowledge  of  the 
nature  and  causes  of  the  disease,  as  well  as  of  its  prevention  and 
treatment.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Sanatorium  treatment 
of  Phthisis,  with  the  pure  air  and  proper  food  that  it  involves, 
and  the  open-air  system  at  home  where  Sanatorium  treatment 
cannot  be  obtained,  is  tending  to  the  recovery  of  a  great  many 
cases  of  Phthisis  which  would  formerly  have  died.  The  only 
drawback  to  the  system  is  the  expense  involved  in  carrying  out 
Sanatorium  treatment,  which  renders  it  impossible  for  the  class 
of  patients  that  need  it  most. 

Other  Tubercular  Diseases,  such  as  Tubercular  Meningitis 
and  Tabes  Mesenterica  causing  8  deaths,  as  against  6  during  the 
previous  year,  9  in  1906,  and  6  in  1905,  represents  a  mortality 
rate  of  0.79,  while  the  County  rate  is  0.70,  and  the  mean  rate  for 
10  years,  0.86. 

Cancer  causing  7  deaths  and  a  mortality  rate  of  0.61  has  been 
more  fatal  than  in  1907,  when  it  caused  5  deaths,  though  less  so 
than  during  1906,  when  the  record  number  of  11  deaths  was 
registered. 

Heart  Disease  caused  7  deaths,  as  against  11  for  1907,  5  for 
1906,  12  for  1905,  10  for  1904,  and  11  in  1903.  Equal  to  a 
mortality  rate  of  0.96. 
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NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  124,  which,  though  greater  than  for  1907,  when  it  was  97, 
is  much  the  same  as  for  1906  at  128,  and  for  1904  at  125,  the 
number  for  1905,  at  210,  being  phenomenal.  The  number  and

Scarlet  Fever  has  occurred  in  some  parts  of  the  District 
throughout  the  year.  With  the  exception  of  the  month  of  J anuary 
no  month  in  the  year  has  been  free  from  it.  The  largest  number 
of  cases  occurred  in  May,  when  16  were  reported,  9  cases  in  Nov¬ 
ember,  9  in  December,  6  in  October,  the  remaining  number  of 
cases,  16,  being  distributed  throughout  the  other  seven  months. 
The  cases  were  mostly  of  a  mild  type,  with  the  exception  of  the 
two  fatal  cases,  children  of  one  family,  one  of  which  occurred  at 
home,  the  other  in  the  Conjoint  Hospital.  The  cases  were  distri¬ 
buted  throughout  the  District  thus  : — 12  in  Ryton,  20  in  Craw- 
crook,  21  in  Greenside,  and  3  in  the  east  part  of  Addison,  Crook- 
hill,  and  Stargate.  As  I  have  remarked  in  former  reports,  the 
disease  is  undoubtedly  spread  by  undetected  cases  mixing  with 
healthy  children.  Comparing  the  number  of  cases  with  past  years, 
in  1907  there  were  40  cases,  in  1906,  88  ;  in  1905,  66  ;  and  in 
1904,  77. 

Diphtheria  to  the  number  of  42  cases  was  practically  the  same 
as  in  1907,  with  43,  which  again  was  the  largest  number  in  any 
year  of  which  I  have  a  record.  They  were  distributed  throughout 
the  whole  year.  Thus  there  were  4  cases  in  January,  5  in  Febru¬ 
ary,  6  in  March,  5  in  April,  5  in  May,  6  in  June,  7  in  July,  2  in 
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August,  none  in  September,  2  in  October,  3  in  November,  and 
1  in  December.  Nor  were  they  confined  to  one  District,  though 
the  greater  number  occurred  at  Greenside,  24  cases.  But  there 
were  also  9  cases  at  Ryton,  6  at  Crawcrook,  and  3  in  the  east 
end  of  the  District.  As  in  former  years  the  disease  seldom  spread 
among  the  other  children  of  the  household  in  which  a  case  occurred. 
It  is  curious  that  the  numbers  in  the  different  parts  of  the  District 
are  practically  the  same  as  for  last  year.  Thus  in  1907  the  Green- 
side  cases  numbered  23  cases,  the  Ryton  8,  Crawcrook  9,  and  the 
east  end  3.  As  the  Diphtheria  organisms  remain  in  the  throat  for 
weeks,  even  sometimes  for  months,  after  apparent  recovery,  it  is 
probable  that  the  disease  spreads  by  children  returning  to  School 
before  they  are  free  from  infection,  and  by  mild  and  undetected 
cases  which  are  never  ill  enough  to  be  kept  from  School,  and 
convey  the  disease  to  healthy  susceptible  children.  The  only 
certain  means  of  knowing  that  an  infected  child  is  free  from 
infection  is  to  have  a  swab  from  the  throat  examined  bacterio- 
logically,  and  until  at  least  one  examination  has  been  found 
negative  it  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  return  to  School. 

As  during  the  previous  year,  4  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  were 
fatal,  and  in  every  case,  I  believe,  as  during  last  year,  the  fatal 
cases  were  all  of  the  Laryngeal  variety,  namely,  Diphtheritic 
Croup.  Since  the  use  of  Antitoxin,  given  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  there  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know,  been  a  fatality  from 
Diphtheria  except  from  this  form  of  it,  and  it  is  generally  fatal 
before  the  Antitoxin  has  had  time  to  produce  its  curative  effect. 
But  even  4  fatalities  in  42  cases,  equal  to  9.5  per  cent,  is  a  very 
low  mortality  for  a  disease  the  mortality  from  which,  in  pre- 
Antitoxin  days,  was  30  to  50  per  cent.,  or  even  higher. 

Enteric  Fever  to  the  number  of  14  occurred  ;  at  Crawcrook 
fi,  Greenside  10,  and  Stargate  1.  The  majority  of  the  Greenside 
cases  occurred  in  the  New  Colliery  Houses,  where  also  the  greatest 
number  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  occurred,  and  were  probably  due 
to  local  conditions.  Except  in  these  Greenside  cases,  which  were 
close  together,  the  other  cases  throughout  the  District  had  no 
apparent  relation  to  each  other,  and  were  evidently  sporadic 
cases.  There  was  no  fatality  from  the  disease. 
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The  4  eases  of  Continued  Fever  were  all  at  Greenside,  and  were 
probably  mild  eases  of  Enteric  Fever. 

Measles  has  been  conspicuous  by  its  absence. 

Influenza  has  only  been  slightly  prevalent,  though  it  caused 
1  fatality. 

Puerperal  Fever  has  been  fatal  in  1  case,  the  first  fatality 
from  this  cause  for  3  years. 

Conjoint  Hospital. — There  has  been  a  marked  increase  during 
the  year  of  cases  sent  to  Hospital  over  the  previous  year. 
Altogether,  33  cases  were  treated,  as  against  12  during  1907. 

These  cases  comprise  : — Diphtheria  4  cases,  Scarlet  Fever  15, 
Typhus  Fever  1,  Enteric  13. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  the  Hospital  is  being  much  better 
appreciated  by  the  public,  and  has  proved  especially  valuable 
for  the  treatment  of  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  as  well  as  for  the 
isolation  of  the  cases  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  : — Altogether  27  specimens 
were  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination,  as  against  23  for  the 
previous  year,  and  4  for  1906,  and  have  again  proved  of  great 
value  in  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases.  The  results  were  Positive 
in  14  cases,  Negative  in  12,  and  Inconclusive  in  1.  Of  the  Diph¬ 
theria  specimens  8  were  Positive,  7  Negative,  1  inconclusive  ;  of 
Phthisical  Sputum  examined,  5  were  Positive  and  4  Negative  ; 
of  two  specimens  from  Enteric  Fever  cases  1  was  Positive  and  1 
Negative. 

The  practical  advantage  of  Bacteriological  Examination  from  a 
preventive  point  of  view  is  shown  in  two  cases  convalescent  from 
Diphtheria.  In  one,  after  six  weeks’  convalescence,  a  swab  from 
the  throat  was  found  to  show  numerous  bacilli,  which  explained 
the  origin  of  the  disease  in  another  member  of  the  family,  and  in 
another  a  School  teacher  was  about  to  resume  her  duties  at  School. 
Before  doing  so,  however,  a  swab  from  her  throat  was  taken,  and 
showed  organisms.  She  w as  not  allowed  to  return  to  her  duties 
till  a  second  swab  taken  two  or  three  weeks  afterwards  was 
found  to  be  free  from  organisms. 
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GENERAL  SANITATION. 


The  usual  regular  inspection  of  the  District  for  the  prevention 
of  nuisances  has  been  made,  and  defects,  where  necessary,  been 
remedied.  Disinfection  of  infected  houses  has  been  carried  out 
to  a  much  greater  extent  than  usual,  and  disinfectants  freely 
distributed. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  well  maintained,  and  continuous. 
On  Nov.  1st  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gates¬ 
head  Water  Co.,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Blaydon  and  Ryton 
Water  (Transfer)  Act,  1908. 

The  Sewerage  System  has  been  slightly  extended,  and  the 
existing  sewers  efficiently  maintained  and  regularly  flushed, 
cleansed,  and  disinfected. 

The  Roads  have  been  maintained  in  good  order,  and  are, 
generally  speaking,  excellent.  The  greatest  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Council  has  been  in  the  direction  of  road  widening  and  im¬ 
provements,  the  Stargate  Lane,  the  Greenside  Road  near  Low 
Greenside,  and  the  road  leading  from  Greenside  Vicarage  to 
Crawcrook  having  all  been  widened  and  improved.  There  are 
still,  however,  several  other  roads  that  require  attention,  notably 
Northumberland  Road,  the  road  to  Woodside  Bank  Top,  and  to 
Woodside  Back  Row  ;  and  several  back  streets,  the  worst  of 
which,  however,  are  the  result  of  building  operations,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  attended  to  in  due  course.  The  asphalting  of  foot¬ 
paths  has  been  extended,  and  now  excellent  footpaths  exist  over 
nearly  the  whole  District. 

The  arrangements  for  Scavenging  have  been  adequate  and 
fairly  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses,  Cowsheds,  and  Dairies  have  been  super¬ 
vised,  and  defects  where  necessary  pointed  out  and  remedied. 
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As  there  are  no  Factories  in  the  District,  the  Table  dealing 
therewith  cannot  be  filled  up. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Surveyor  I  append  the  Table  of  work 
done  in  his  Department,  and  the  usual  Statistical  Tables  required 
by  the  Local  Government  Board.
